The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Satoh et al (4545044). 

The independent claims are not drawn to detecting exclusively a writable area by 
excluding other areas such as; the header or servo areas. Therefore, the limitation 
"writable area" read on detecting any recorded data on the disk. The reference shows 
the use of an optical disk recording and reproducing apparatus comprising: a waveform 
rectification unit for comparing the RF signal to a reference value35 and 36, a pulse 
generating signal based on the compared value (element for 38 in fig 1 1), a latching 
unit for latching the pulse 40 and a data detection unit based on the latching signal see 
fig 11 element g inputted to a data bus and controlled by element 13. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 5, 6, 12 and 13. the use of a D flip flop and AND 
gates within the latching circuit is merely inherently present. 

Claims 3, 4, 7, 10, 1 1 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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None of the cited prior art shows or teaches an optical disk having a first pulse signal by 
evenly dividing the rectified signal and a second pulse generator having the pulse width 
extended for a sync signal. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 63-81659.
